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THE BIG DRIVE IS ON! 


The public campaign for two million 
dollars for the College’s new Science 
Building really got off the ground on 
Monday, April 6, when a rally and re- 
ception was held by the Alumni in the 
COTC Mess. 

Fred McCaffrey, President of the 
Alumni, chaired the business end of the 
rally, introducing Father Rector and Alex 
J. Grant, chairman of the Alumni Section 
of the Campaign. 

Speaking to the Alumni workers, 
Father Rector outlined the growth of the 
College over the years, pointing to a 568 
per cent increase in enrolment in the 
past 20 years — from 135 students in 
1938 to 902 in the present year. 

‘‘We are now entering upon the 
threshold of a very important develop- 
ment in your College,’’ Father Lahey 
told the workers, ‘‘and it is up to each

Father Lahey said it was the duty of 
the Alumni to safeguard the future for 
their children by seeing that proper edu- 
cation facilities are available at the 
proper time, and pointed out that Loyola 
was the only English-speaking college 
available to the Catholic students in the 
province of Quebec. 

The Rector said the drive for funds 
was being met with good response from 
corporations and other friends of the 
College, ‘‘but it is up toyou as graduates 
of Loyola to get out and put ourcampaign 
across,”’ 

Mr. Grant, along with James Carnie 
of the G.A. Brakeley company which is 
administering the campaign, outlined the 
organizational work and progress of the 
drive as well as instructing the workers 
on theirduties and methods of canvassing,

Auditorium early in April, the students 
began a drive for funds for their contri- 
bution to Loyola’s $2,000,000 campaign 
for a new Science Building. 

Led by John Ganley, president of the 
CSR, Mike Gibbons, chairman of the 
students’ committee of the Loyola De- 
velopment Program, and Tony Parr, past 
president of the CSR, the students have 
set up an organization to canvass every 
member of the student body for a pledge. 
Cards have been distributed to all stu- 
dents and they have been given until 
June 30 to return the cards with their 
pledges for Loyola’s future development. 

Charles G. Pare, general chairman of 
the Campaign, spoke to the Auditorium 
Rally, explaining the present needs and 
the long-range program for Loyola Deve- 
lopment which also calls fora new library, 
men’s residence and faculty building. 

Mr. Pare also outlined for the stu- 
dents, the great amount of time and energy 
the Alumni, Parishes, businessmen and 
others are putting into this campaign to 
ensure the English-speaking Catholic 
youth of Quebec get the proper facilities 


for their higher education.
